Borah made It plain to report- 
ers that he would approach the 
question of a new treaty from a 
commercial standpoint only,

added that if any political conslder- 
atons wore to be 
Involved,

should be up to Japan to suggest 
them. 


Vandenberg, who advocated ab 


rogaton of the old treaty, said 
that the United States should be 
exploring "realistically" the pos- 
sibility of settling Its Far East- 
ern problems by agreement.

Now take British Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain, for instance. 
I find he is cheerful because his 
gout is bettor and he can get 
Into the House of Commons again. 
More seriously, he undoubtedly 


is thankful because on the whole 
the war-fates, have been kind to 
the allies—at least up to the pres- 
ent scourge of German sea-mines 
in shipping lanes. 
He 
returns 


thanks, too, because thus far Ger- 
many hasn't unleashed Its great 
fleet of airships in massed raids 
against England.

Mussolini: ' He's 
undoubtedly 
pleased because Herr Hitler hasn't 
forced a show-down on the sta- 
bility of the Berlin-Rome axis, 
by demanding military aid.

NEW SCIENTIFIC MACHINE IS 


USED UPON AP WRITER AND HE 
WATCHES HIS OWN HEARTBEATS 


By STEPHEN J MoDONOUGH

MEMPHIS, Tonn., Nov. 23.—(/P) 


—Few persons except highly train- 
ed surgeons and nurses have over 
watched a human heart at work. 
But today I watched the action of 
my own heart more accurately 
than If It had boen laid out on 
an operating table. 


Dr. Graham Asher of tho Uni- 
versity of Kansas Medical School, 
Kansas City, Kan., was demon- 
strating to members of the South- 
ern Medical Association his "lag 
screen electrocardiograph," a ma- 
chine for diagnosing heart trouble, 
which brought him first award in 
tho association's scientific exhib- 
it I became one of his subjci'.s 
for demonstration, 
Tho hookup looked as though 


I had been prepared for the elec- 
tric chair, but Instead of electri- 
city being pured Into mo, my 
heart was thumping out. electrical 
Impulses to a 
dancing needle- 
point of light which was record- 
ed on a moving strip of floureac- 
ent film. 


A small metal 
electrode was 


strapped to each wrist and to tho 
left ankle. The current flowing 
from the heart la so small as to 
bo almost undetectable, but the 
electrocardiograph . multiplies 
It 


Xrom 800 to 1,000 times through a 


series of vacuum tubes to actuate 
the beam of light. 
The machine itself is not new, 
but the "lag screen" dovlco which 
keeps tho record of tho light vis- 
ible for 15 seconds or more, ta tho 
newest Improvement In 
making 
diagnosis of early heart 
disease 
a simple procedure, 


With tho electrodes on and the 


machine In action the light began 
to do a regular, oven dance, leav- 
ing a tracing which looked like 
a chart of the rises and slumps 
of tho stock market, 


"You 
havo a slight dip In the 
"F" curvo just before the expan- 
sion boat of tho heart," indicat- 
ing that you aro a little over- 
weight," Dr. Asher pointed out 
as tho moving strip of film pass- 
ed along. "Now smoke a cigar- 
ette." 
Tho 
record 
speeded 
up 
slightly. 


"Now 
do a jig for about a half 


minute." Tho heart rate Increased 
and the beam did a continuously 
wilder, dance until I sat down. 
Tho record returned quickly to 
normal. 


The machine Is small enough to 


bo transported to a bedside for 
diagnosis of heart aliments and 
has an automatic camera which, 
with the progs of a button, will 
make a permanent record of the 
tracing.

Garltty, county Red Cross chair- 
man, 
asserted that protective signs 


were available for all dangerous 
places and the only requirement 
was the signs be cared for and 
placed at the needed spots at the 
proper time. Those needing such 
signs were Invited to contact Mr. 
Garltty or either of the two high- 
way patrolmen. 


Chairman 
Walker 
also 
an- 


nounced that Department of Pub- 
lic Safety 
educational 
pictures 


would be available for showing in 
Navarro county in the near future. 
At this time the report of the nom- 
inating committee was presented 
and unanimously adopted and the 
nominees declared elected. 


In an inaugural address, Presi- 


dent Qarltty declared 
that 
the 


splendid safety record of the coun- 
ty for this year was due mainly to 
the educational program 
under- 


taken through the safety council 
and co-operating agencies. He also 
asserted that Navarro county had 
two of the best highway patrolmen 
in the state, but their value was 
not due to the number of arrests 
they had made but their consistent 
efforts In safety training and In 
securing 
co-operation 
from 
the 


general c.'tlzenry in safety meas- 
ures. He then presented Mr. Jes- 
ter as the speaker of the eve- 
ning. 


Jester Ts Speaker 


Speaking on the topic of "What 


Citizens Can Do For Safety," Mr. 
Jester declared that 
everything 


was possible for this group In a 
broad sense, but that a summary 
might be made to Include general 
knowledge and use of the traffic 
rules and law of the road, and use 
of ~are both as drivers and pedes- 
trians. 


The speaker stated It was not an 
easy matter to master the traffic 
rules and the laws of the road, 
or to remember and always use 
the proper driving signal, but that 
each operator of a motor vehicle 
was guilty of negligence when he 
failed to properly 
Indicate 
to 


others in his vicinity what his 
next move was to be. He then de- 
tailed a number of provisions of 
the "law of the road" pertaining 
to speed, passing of vehicles, use 
of warning signals 
and 
other 
items. 


He declared every person should 


learn to drive properly and to in- 
clude In his education the ability 
to determine whether or not his 
car was In proper 
condition 
to 


meet any emergency; he then In- 
sisted after a driver knew his car 
was safe, he should keep it so by 
proper driving tactics and moder- 
ate speeds. He also pointed out 
that many "freak" accidents were 
easily explainable although often 
embarrassing to some of the parties 
Involved, citing Instances of such 
occurrences, 


Mr. Jester then enumerated a 


number of law violations involved 
In litigation following fatal acci- 
dents in Navarro and an adjoining 
county. Included In the violations 
submitted to the jury were passing 
a car on a hill, driving on wrong

torneys for the latter could only 
secure monetary remuneration for 
lost lives. 


Summing tip his points for citi- 


zens, the speaker 
asserted 
the 


drivers should know the rules and 
regulations, should provide them- 
selves with a safe vehicle, then 
use that vehicle properly, 
take 
care 
to 
avoid 
accidents 
even 


though not at fault. He urged 
that habitually reckless and care- 
less drivers be warned both by 


citizens and officers. He asserted 
that the proper attitude toward 
safety was contagious and that 
when a study was once started, 
Improved driving and consequent- 
ly better traffic conditions would 
result. 


President Garltty took occasion 


to praise the work of the teachers 
In the schools for their work in 
behalf of safety, admitting that 
many times children could Influ- 
ence bettor habits in adults. 


Tho problem of juvenile bicycle 


riders was brought up for discus- 
sion and it was reported a bicycle 
club and patrol would he Installed 
at Robert E. Lee school In Corsl- 
cana soon, and other schools In 
the county were expected to adopt 
similar measures. 


Mayor McCormlck of Frost com- 


plimented the council on its work, 
stating that his community had 
not had a traffic death yet but 
were anxious to co-operate before 
a tragedy. 


Patrolman Hammett Vanco an- 
nounced a primary first old class 
would be started at the city hall 
in Corslcana on Thursday night 
at 7:30. It was pointed out almost 
a hundred persona had 
received 


the instruction and passed the pri- 
mary course during the year and 
one group had completed the ad- 
vanced course. It was also an- 
nounced that a Red Cross instruc- 
tor was expected in the next few 
months to give a course which 
would enable Navarro county resi- 
dents to become first aid Instruc- 
tors.

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CHANNEL TYPE OF 
TERRACES DECLARED 
TO DE MUCD BETTER 


The following article concerning 


terracing of farms was compiled 
by officials 
of the local 
CCC 
camp, which is engaged in soil 
conservation work in this area: 


A number of farmers In Navarro 


county, who are co-operating with 
the soil conservation service camp 
at Corslcana, are building channel 
type terraces from the upper sld» 
only. Terraces built from the up- 
per side are much better than th« 
ridge type terraces built from both 
sides Joe Baker stated today. Mr. 
Baker owns and operates a 204- 
,ftcre farm, 10 miles west of Corsl- 
'cana. 
Mr. Baker said that the 
most 
desirable feature of this type ter- 
race Is the low velocity surface 
drainage and that the relatively 
wide, flat water channel and not 
the height of th« ridge was the 
most 
important 
factor. 
Water 
spreads out in the channel and 
flows much slower, which reduces 
erosion In the channel. 
Mr. Baker pointed out that the 


channel of this terrace 
is con- 


structed with gentle side 
slopes 


and the excavated earth Is used 
to bring the lower side of the 
channel to a sufficient height to 
provide necessary water carrying 
capacity. The ridge which is con- 
sidered supplemental to the chan- 
nel should blend into the natural 
ground below, so as to make culti- 
vation with ordinary farm machin- 
ery much easier than where there 
Is a steep slope on the back side 
of the terrace. 


Another good feature of the chan- 


nel type terrace is the absence of 
the ditch below the terrace which 
water will follow for a short dis- 
tance, break over and make a gul- 
ly between terraces, 
stated 
Mr. 
Baker. The finished terrace has a 
better appearance and the cost Is 
approximately 10 per cent less, us- 
ing county equipment.

over 150 F.

sufficient water to submerge chick- 
en completely, raise up and down 
In the water until feathers of legs 


coma out when touched lightly. 
Take to table, pull out wing with 
left hand, catch top of wing and 
with one 
clean hard stroke re- 


move all feathers on wing. Turn 
and repeat for other wing. Catch 
tall-feathers, twist and pull out 
and off. Gather a handfull of the 
back 
feathers,

out. With these feathers in the

Congressman Johnson maintained 
because of its efforts to prevent 
America from getting Into war. 
He said that special sessions had 
been called to declare war on for- 
mer occasions, but never to pre- 
serve peace. 
All members were 


for preserving peace, he stated, 
and added that had the congress 
done its duty last spring and sum- 
mer with reference to the neu- 
trality question and expiring pro- 
visions, the special session thU 
Fall would not have been requir- 
ed. 
He asserted that when tha 


European war broke out, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt called the special 
session tn enact legislation to pre- 
vent involvement. 
Congressman Johnson outlined 
the 
neutrality 
legislation 
since 
1935 when a law written by him 
was passed, refusing arms and 
ammunition to belligerents. 
He 
said this was the first time in his- 
tory that laws were passed 
In 


peace time about war." "We were 
and are still trying to prevent an- 
other world war," he stnted, and 
trying . to prevent recurrences of 
Incidents that will so Inflame the 
people that they will desiro to go 
to war. 


Cause of War. 
"It was not the sale of arms and 
commodities to belligerents that 
caused the former war, but the 
delivery caused our trouble," Con- 
gressman Johnson pointed out, 
and added that the dictator coun- 
tries were aided after they had 
armed when we closed the doors 
to arms and supplies from Amer- 
ica and put the weaker and un- 
armed countries at the mercy of 
the dictators and instead of help- 
ing peace, we were encouraging 
war. He said many high officials 
and leaders believe the previous 
embargo provisions were Indirectly 
the cause of the present European 
situation.

pean war, Mr. Johnson admitted 
that It was hurting American ship- 
ping 
Interests, 
but

United States became 
Involved,

ica not to be concerned about 
what happens In Europe and have 
an Indifference to other people. 
He asserted he wanted the people 
to have the moral conviction of 
right and wrong when interna- 
tional brigandage is rampant, but 
added that "Wo can't bo world 
policemen," but America has the 
convictions of right and wrong. 


Quotes Teddy. 
"It behooves the government of 
the United States to speak softly 
In international affairs, but carry 
a big stick," referring to a quo- 
tation 
from the' late Theodore 
Roosevelt, and thnn nddcd that we 
must be armed for defense with a 
huge navy and an army "to de- 
fend, protect and preserve our 
rights and keep others who rule 
by forco from becoming aggres- 
sors against us." 


The congressman said that we 
have domestic problems that have 
not been solved, but still "in Amer- 
ica is the safest and best place 
In the world to Jive," ho asserted,
